4. Furthermore, considering the importance of this Agreement to the families of the 
employees from our respective countries, I have the honor to propose to Your Excellency an 
amendment to paragraph 3 of the Agreement to add the following: ";(e) accredited domestic 
partners" following the phrase "physical or mental handicaps". 

5. If the Government of the United States agrees with this proposal, this Note and a 
Note of response by Your Excellency, which expresses your agreement with the proposal, will 
constitute an amendment to the Agreement which shall enter into force on the date of Your 
Excellency's Note in reply.
